It has sheared, in the past that most of the 
charges brought by the Greeks ©s^alnat BS8&9R representatives and some of our 
agents etowsed originally from this faction* If w© do not have the other aide 
of tbs story in ensnaring chaises brought by this firotp* our only posblbl® re- 
course is to accept the word of these tom and CL Lj ^ur ability to stand by 
our people who have served ua faithfully would be lessened, resulting in dla- 
niusiosmat of Albanian refugees as far as the United States is concerned.
